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GEORGE  WATT  OF  YORK  COUNTY,  PENNSYLVANIA 


George  Watt  came  to  America  during  the  latter  part  of  the  Scotch- 
Irish  immigration  from  Ireland  and  settled  in  Pennsylvania,  west  of  the 
Susquehanna  River,  in  what  is  now  Cumberland  Township,  Adams  County.  He 
was  married  in  1771  to  Sarah  Shields,  daughter  of  John  Shields  and  Jennette 
Kirkpatrick,  (l)  (2) 

The  first  record  of  George  Watt  in  Pennsylvania  is  found  among 
the  early  settlers  on  the  Manor  of  Maske  (3)  where  he  is  noted  as  taking 
out  a  warrant  for  186  acres  of  land,  December  3,  1773,  which  he  presumably 
retained  until  his  death  in  1801.  (l) 

The  Manor  of  Maske  was  a  large  tract  of  land  surveyed  in  17Ul 
for  the  use  of  Thomas  Penn  and  his  family  (h)  and  included  several  of  the 
present  townships  of  Adams  County,  including  Cumberland  Township .  At  the 
time  of  the  survey  the  Manor  was  in  York  County.  Adams  County  was  formed 
from  part  of  York  County  in  1800. 

Two  sons  of  George  Watt,  John  and  William,  left  Adams  County 
and  settled  in  Allegheny  Township,  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania  in 
1801.  (5)  It  is  assumed  that  the  third  son,  David,  went  to  Westmoreland 
County  at  the  same  time  or  soon  after.

ORIGIN  OF  YORK,  CUMBERLAND  AND  ADAMS  COUNTIES 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Indian  Treaty  in  1736,  the  limits  of 
Lancaster  County  were  extended  indefinately  westward.  It  included  all 
of  the  present  counties  of  York,  Cumberland,  Adams  and  Dauphin  and  a 
large  portion  of  Berks  and  Northumberland  Counties.  York  County  was 

formed  August  19,  17h9  and  was  the  first  county  west  of  the  Susquehanna 

River  and  the  fifth  in  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  in  order  of  date. 

Cumberland  County  was  formed  January  27,  175>0,  and  was  the  sixth 
county  in  Pennsylvania.  Adams  County  was  formed  from  part  of  York  County 
in  1800.

doing  this  shall  be  thy  sufficient  warrant.  Given  under  my  hand  and 
the  Seal  of  our  Land  office  at  Philadelphia  this  eighteenth  day  of  June 
in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Forty-one.

EXTENT  OF  MANOR  OF  MASKE 


(History  of  York  County  -  Pennsylvania) 

The  area  covered  by  the  '‘Manor  of  Maske"  is  about  6  miles 
wide  and  12  miles  long  and  includes  Gettysburg,  Mummasburg,  Seven  Stars 
and  probably  McKnightstown,  all  of  Cumberland  Township,  except  for  a 
narrow  strip  along  the  Maryland  line,  nearly  the  whole  of  Freedom,  about 
one  third  of  Highland,  the  south  east  corner  of  Franklin,  the  southern 
part  of  Butler,  the  western  fringe  of  Straban  and  a  small  fringe  of  Mount 
Joy  townships. 


EARLY  SETTLERS  ON  MANOR  OF  MASKE 


A  paper  published  in  the  Compiler,  January  16,  I876,  gives  an 
interesting  account  of  an  old  record  paper  found  in  the  possession  of 
the  County  Surveyor.  It  is  a  report  to  Penn 11  s  agent  of  a  list  of  Settlers 
on  the  Manor  who  had  filed  their  claims  upon  lands,  and  included  those 
who  had  taken  out  warrants  as  well  as  those  who  had  not.  To  this  value- 
able  list  of  early  settlers  are  appended  the  names  of  those  who  took  out 
warrants  between  1765  and  1775 >  as  appears  in  the  records  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Internal  Affairs  at  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania.  Included  in  the 
list  of  approximately  200  names  is  the  name  of  George  Watt  with  186  acres 
with  the  date  of  December  3,  1773.

THE  SCOTCH-IRISH  (JOHN  FISKE) 


About  l6ll  James  I  of  England  began  sending  from  Scotland  and 
the  northern  counties  of  England  picked  companies  of  Presbyterian  men 
and  women  to  settle  in  Ireland  in  an  effort  to  outnumber  the  Irish  and 
to  raise  the  level  of  intelligence  and  training  of  the  country.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  18th  century  there  were  more  than  a  million  Presbyterians 
in  Ulster  (Northern  Ireland)  and  the  percentage  of  illiteracy  was  probably 
smaller  than  anywhere  else  in  the  world  at  the  time. 

By  1720  the  Scotch  in  Ulster,  because  of  the  English  policy  of 
procrastinating  against  the  flourishing  Ulster  linen  and  woolen  industries 
and  because  of  petty  religious  persecutions,  began  coming  in  great  numbers 
to  America. 

The  result  of  this  twofold  tyranny  was  the  largest  exodus  from 
Europe  to  America  that  ever  took  place  before  the  19th  century.  Between 
1730  and  1770  more  than  half  of  the  Presbyterian  population  of  Ulster 
came  over  to  America.  A  few  settled  in  New  England  but  the  great  majority 
of  them  came  to  Pennsylvania  and  occupied  the  mountain  country  west  of  the 
Susquehanna  River  with  a  steady  stream  emigrating  along  the  Appalachian 
Chain  into  the  Southern  Colonies. 
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Even  though  the  Scotch  had  resided  in  Ireland  for  only  three 
or  four  generations  and  there  was  little  or  no  mingling  with  the  native 
peasantry  of  Ireland*  the  migrating  Scotch  were  commonly  referred  to  as 
the  "Scotch-Irish" .

(History  of  Westmoreland  County)  (Albert  -  1882) 

"Allegheny  United  Presbyterian  Church  is  situated  about  l/b 
mile  from  Kiski  and  Allegheny  Junction.  Services  were  held  May  23,  1873, 
in  School  House  No.  8,  and  the  next  day  at  session  of  Presbytery  there 
convened  members  of  Puckety,  Leechburg  and  Freeport  Churches  and  were 
organized  into  the  Allegheny  Congregation.  The  elders  were  William  M. 
McDougal,  A.  W»  Watt,  John  T.  Watt,  James  Jones,  Robert  Dimmit  and 
Jacob  P.  Vantine.  The  edifice  was  completed  and  occupied  October  17, 
1875,  under  the  auspices  of  its  present  pastor.  Rev.  M.  M.  Patterson."
